Progress iu Arts And 
Education 

Father Henri Jasmin, professor of 
living languages at the University of 
Montreal, was the guest speaker at 
the Spanish Club last night, the sub- 
ject of his speech being "A Trip In 
the Past." In the absence of Pro- 
fessor SugwB^D^ctpr of the club, 
Andre Lérbûx'!wwW the chair. 
-Father Jasmin traced the history of 
Spanish America, starting from 1492, 
the ycar;i;^atfmiu-ked the first stage in 
the dlscovciV of the New World. To 
the America Indians we owe much for 
the economic and agrlculttiral contrl- 
butions, which have ' Inflùcnoed even 
our modern civilization. ■ 
Aztecs Advanced 

In 1000 A.D., the Aztecs united in 
a powerful confederation, aiid made 
great progress in architecture, history, 
and philosophy, among|other8^ They 
had a flhe'iBystem 'of eliucatl^ pupils 
of both sexes gathered in the temples, 
where they learned to read and write, 
and studied mathematics and the ele- 
ments of various sciences. 

The Incas family had as Its head a 
man who'calleid himself > '!Soh . of the 
Sun." In the fifteenth . century, this 
family reached the peak of Its power. 
Spanish American history Is full of 
the many great deeds of the Incas. 
Under their rule, the State absorbed 
the family. The Inca civilization was 
destined to remain great. Their ter-

Linking the brilliant care«f of Nt- 
poleon Bonaparte with French history 
over a period of some flfteeii years, an 
outline of the causes precipitating the 
downfall of the French Empire was 
presented last ntght at a meeting of 
the Historical Club, by Paul Gagnon, 
second year student In Law- Begin- 
ning with the state of confusion and 
Instability In which France found her- 
self after the Revolution and - ending 
with the signing of the Treaty' of 
Paris In 1814, the speaker discussed

Ppnie unceftatoty and lack-of secur- 
ity'ln the minds of the people offered 
a splendid opportunity for a man of 
strong will and leadership to <ttep- in 
at)d,t^ke .i]{>,.Uie ^l^s of government 
and organize ' the icotmtry.' Napoleon, 
campaigning In Egypt, seized the op- 
portunity. Upon his arrival In France, 
things ' were -Inva-terrible -state. The 
armies were iraorly equipped, the navy 
had to be 'rëbuilt and re-staffed as 
two-thirds of the 'naval officers had 
been forced to flee from France during

rpHE final Issue for this university year of the 
McOill Labour Club magazine is, appearing to- 
day. The .boûd' for next year has alreat^ been 
appointed and .ithe magazine's survival .is ^assured. 
The present issue has been ' Increased' to' twèlvè' 
pages and shows in all respects decided improve- 
ment over the first two. It is more interesting 
because it deals with subjects near home and also 
the technical side of the .magazine has received 
some attention. 

The lecidhig article deals with- the Vitre Street 
^lU^^lM^etLiiuarters about which so many con- 
rooraSg^^nfôm have' appeared within the last 
few months. The article is a report made by a 
committee of the Labour Club, who have pe rs o n g 
ally investigated the conditions existing iajjj^^ 
Refuge. The report includes the subjects of food, 
night-shelter, sanitation and general treatment. 
The investigation seems to be fairly complete and 
quite thorough. For instance, the food was analy- 
zed for caloric content by two physidans and con- 
ditions hi the sleeping quarters were Investigated 
personally,, the committee dressing up for the oc- 
casion. The conclusions reached were generally 
unfavourable. In their opinion overcrowding and 
underfeedhig exist, the sanitation facilities are hi- 
adequate and the treatment accorded the unem- 
ployed is not isuch as authorities have informed 
the public. The Labour Club is to be congratu- 
lated on the courage with which they have pro- 
ceeded upon the investigation and the unhysterical 
and careful way they have carried it out. The. 
weak point in the report is the lack of a" conclu- 
sion which would summarize the results of the 
enquiry in a su cdnc t and forceful manner. 

Fred "V.^l^l^ an article "The Qoiden Calf 
and Sound Money" makes out s good case .for 
carefully controlled inflation of Canadian currency 
to the point of putthig it on a sterling tMsis instead 
of the, present gold standard. The article Is well- 
written, lucid and: non-teehnieal, an aobievenient 
for an article of that type. 

Professor L. O. Marsh proceeds in his second 
article on "Technocracy" witb .a'criticisrA of that 
movement from the point of view of the trained 
economist and poUtlcfd scientist. Hli' ehlef con- 
tention. Is that the analysis of the present econ- 
omic state made by the technocrats is not ade- 
quate, that it does not cover the situation in all 
of its aspects. There are sides to . the unemploy- 
ment problem which can not and are not coveted 
by the term "technological unemployment" Inso- 
far as technocracy contributes toward Interest in 
constructive social plannhig it is to be commended.

The 
last War has. taught us the lésson that when wat 
is used to end war, the jresultlng peace cannot be 
permanent, liiis may be why Japan now believes 
she can indulge herself in military "aggression with- 
out material protest from the disinterested Powers;

see China engaged In a war, even of self-defense. 

As the situation stands, China, practically de- 
fenseless, helplessly bullied by a greater Power, is 
appejiUng to the by-standers for Justice.

If so, the world will ul- 
timately witness a war, scene in which it is not im- 
possible ' that all might at last become involved 
For. World; IPeace will be violated Just the same 
even if we liave' only one of tlie oartics flghthig 
while the other remains passive, and the violation 
will not forever remain unchallenged. Tiiat is why 
insteiid of leaving China alone to 'cope with her 
aggressor as best she can, the League or Nations 
has.Wen trying Its utmost to effect' a ronâù^^ 
uuld, above all else, preserve World Peace. 



But the good intentions of the League have 
failed to check Japan's military march. The voice 
of World Ophilon sems weak, after all, against the 
war-cry of one militaiTrimlnded nation. "To people 
who are^ still bound by the time-honored belief in 
militarism and to those who have faith yet In ar- 
rogant nationalism, this might mean the disgrace 
of China, the downfall of the Chinese nation. But 
to intelligent young minds of the New Age, it is 
the disgrace of Humanity as a whole, the sad begin- 
ning, of a future that Iboics hopelessly dark and

While there is no spcclaJ -terminology used tor the different holds we. 
get many weird and fantastic names for the same old holds that they have 
been using for thousands of years only applied pojslbly In a way to siilt the 
peculiar physique of some new would-be world beater and tacked on for 
advertising purposes only. Of course,, it Is to 1» understood that no two 
wrestlers of different typs^of build use the same hold In the same way and 
that is the reasoh for^the many accounts we read of wonderful new holds

I Icnow it is also a fact that many people fhid wrestling dull as a sport 
to look at. Why? Simply because, possibly, they have only attended a few 
of the big matches when two clever wrestlers are matched and:^bere tinle-ss 
you know the inside of wrestling there is nothing spectacular about them 
simply because seventj'-five per cent of the holds attempted are. thus bloeked 
before they reach the spectacular stage.

My'a4vlce is to see two fairly good amateur nilddle weights on the 
mat and they will find plenty of excitement; <»-, beitter still, let thienl take 
up this game and be properly Instructed under constant supervision to

As an exercise wrestling stands supreme, bringing Into play evct7 muscle , 
of thé body, teaching them to co-ordinate, developing a wonderful quickness 
bit eye and limb and builds .a muscle tha,t will stand any strain, without in- 
juify to it. I have had so many nten.tell me. the wonderful iiilffer^noe, or 
feeling of power they had âfter'a year or two of wrestling. 'T^m^ior- 
this Is that whether you try or not wrestUng brlngs into play so many groups ij 
of muscles; each group learning to co-ordinate with the other until finally 
one is able to set his body from head to toe like steel, giving that feeling of 
Increased strength and reliance in your ability to take care of yourself. 

AnàUièr delusion in regàrtf to wrestling is that it is only for the strong. 
Thlis Is one of the greatest mistakes as we have classes from 115. to 175 lbs. 
and over, ànd any intending devotee of this sport need have no fear of be- 
ing put up against men of greater weight and ability as that is a thing I 
never allowed in any class under my Instruction. Likewise, any tendency 
to use unfair or rough taotios are instantly supp r es sed . The riile that the

These scholarship awards were to be 
grabted to students throughout tho 
British Ëmp)re by local committees of 
selection. His Initial Idea of having 
them apply to the Domhiion only was 
later modified by extendhig it to the 
United States. Finally, in a codicil to 
his will in 1901, he provided for the 
establishment at Oxford of fifteen 
scholarships for students of Oerman 
birth:— these students to be nominated 
by the Kaiser. In a memorandum 
published by the Rhodes Trust Inst 
year, it appears that there bave^bgg^ 
677 Rhodes Scholars from thièltixl!! 
minions and 755 from the United 
States;' 228 of the scholars have come 
from Canada and' Newfoundland, and 
an equal nuniber from South Africa. 
Australia followed with 145 and New 
Zealand with 28; a smaller numl>er 
bebig awarded to Bermuda, Jamaica 
and Afalta- 

What has been the result? This, is 
a very difficult question to ; answer. 
If we refer to the Academic, results 
published by the Trust we find that 
over a ' period of twenty-four years, 
67% of the Rhodes Scholars- received 
an' honors standing in their academic 
work. Over the same period other 
types of Scholars and Exhibitioners at 
Oxford received the same dlsthiction 
to the extent of 74%; while the Com 
moiners, that is to say, undergraduates 
at Oxford who are there without 
special scholarships, received this 
dis^nction' to the extent of 40%, By 
honors Is|ny«M^lrst or second class, 
there b<£^^pRP|rclasscs or grades of 
académie jstândlng for students who 
go ..in -.for honors. On the whole this 
is a very cîeditable record. Worked 
out on (this basis 83% of the Austral 
ian Scholars âéçurËd honors; 79% of 
the New Zealanders; 73% of the Can- 
adians and 63% of the South African 
Scholars; the. Americans on the same 
basis securhig 60% honors. 

It seems likely that the reason for 
the better work done by the Austral- 
ians and New Zealanders , to , that In 
tliose cotmtries the swblanftilps are 
letter, known, better advertised if you 
like, and the prospective candidates 
plan on competing for It, as fhey bave 
not done as yet. panada. In «itb- 
letics Rhodes floHolars have always 
done well. . At Oxford the right to 
wear dark: blue of a certain shade, 
like the light blue, of Cambridge, sig- 
nifies that 'a man has played on a 
majorr team. . .

By far the largest number of Rhodes 
Scholars have studied Law at Cxford. 
After this come Modern History, Na. 
tural. Science, , Economics, the Hu- 
manities," English Literature and Medl 
cine. The vocations followed by them 
are as follows: 477 have gone into 
Education; ^48 are practising Law; 186 
are in b]Mlness;{or Industry; 114 prac 
tlslng Me^clne; 80 hi government 
service; 48 In the Ministry or Social 
Work; 42 in Literature or Journalism; 
Wéri^î^Va-ilô Literature or Journalism; 
^^tMlnlng or Engineering; 23 in 
TPwming and 15 in Forestry and so on 
These statistics are all very well but 
they do not answer the question as 1o 
what' tlie Rhodes Scholar gets from 
hlc exjwrieMgiat Oxford. This de 
pends, ôf^ursei to a very large ex- 
tent on himself. But he may find at 
Oxford what Rhodes found; acquain 
tance with the culture of the. country 
from which he has sprung, and a 
broader insight into the probiems of 
his own land. 

The social structure of Oxford is 
very different from that of a Can- 
adian University. It. Includj^^Mc^ 
leges for men and 4''coiie^'^^l^y8! 
men. The supervision and discipline 
of the undergraduate is carried oiit al' 
most entirely by the College. He lives 
In college and adheres to^^j^^gbtlvl 
ties; the College provides^'^wSWith 
a tutor. On the -other hand, his lec- 
tures and academic activities may lie 
altogether outsider the College, He Is 
eventually examUied by the Univer- 
sity. The Colleges have certain tra- 
ditional characteristics. Some arc 
known for Scholarship, as .Balliol; or 
athletic activity, as University and 
Brasenose, or for certain social . qual- 
ities, as Magdalen and Christ Church- 
The distinction of being the oldest is 
claimed by three; this distinction 
rightly belongs, however, to Morton, 
which was founded in 1274. 

The beauty of Oxford, with Its rivers 
and fields. Is a thing which grows on 
a man during the years of his resi- 
dence arid Is an Important element in 
her influence upon him. 

An uridergradute lives 
usually In two rooms. Breakfast, 
lunch and tea are ordinarily served in 
bis room, but i(c(ually it* becomes a 
man's habit either to have guests with 
him or to take tea and breakfast in 
another man's room. Dinner at nlsfhi 
is in the College Hall. Athletics are 
for everyone; there are no paid 
coaches, no professional managers! 
Each College has numerous teams, 
crews, and squads, each of which Is 
controlled entirely, by its Captain. 
Spontaneous|^^^r, Is brought to 
bear on every 'montto "do something of 
this sort. The result is thaV there is 
almost no such thing as an onlooiter 
.at inter-college contests. Tli'e Uni- 
versity teams likewise are under the 
control and direction of the Captains. 

The difference between sport at Ox- 
ford and at an American or Canadian 
University is sometimes the .difference 
between work and play/ iiilie Oxford 
system may sacrifice somethtag on 
the. basis of efficiency but gains very 
much in other "ways. 

•or the fifty-two weeks in the year 
only twenty-six of them are spent at. 
Oxford, the' university^, work being 
divided into three termîl wlth a sLx. 
wec k 8jai | M u i 8 tmas holiday, six weeks' 
Eastafllôlfdây and four months in the 
summer. In a way, therefore, .term 
time is largely devoted to llstentag to 
lectures, consulting with tutors, secur- 
ing the proper books and in social and 
athletic activities. But tlie serious 
studyhjg which a man carries ouii Is 
done largely In the holidays. Prom the 
point .of view of an overseas, student 
the holidays may yield splendid op- 
portunities- Ordinarily they are spf;nt 
either on the Continent,, or at aomç 
quiet place, in England whew^^j^
